
Bylaw officer will 
be “by the book”

Bylaw breakers bewarp. 

The Town of Didsbury has hired a new bylaw officer, whose duty it 
will be to watch for bylaw infractions all over town. 

Greg Hnatiuk has been contracted to the town to serve as a bylaw 
officer on a part time basis. 

Robert Wigg, town development officei used to hold the responsi¬ 
bility for bylaw enforcement, however he says, because of the rate of 
growth in town planning and development the job has become too time 
consuming to allow him to be on the look-out for bylaw infractions. He 
also says that it is that very growth that has resulted in an increase of 
bylaw complaints and questions coming into town office. 

"Because of the growth, I also believe there been an increased 
expectation in town with bylaw enforcement requirements. 

Therefore, he put forward a request to the council that they budget 
into 1999, the cost of a bylaw officer. The request was granted, and 
Hnatiuk was sworn in during their last council meeting. 

He started duty the next day. 

But, before Hnatiuk gets out his ticket book, he will get out his 
teaching tools. Hnatiuk and Wigg say that educating town residents 
of the bylaws in town will be the most important part of his job for the 
first little while. 

"There is going to be a lot of public education," says Hnatiuk who 
is reviewing all current bylaws to ensure that they are both timely and 
necessary. "I want to make this a friendly thing." 

Some of the most common bylaws that both Wigg and Hnatiuk say 
will involve more public education before handing out infraction 
tickets are things like parking bylaws, traffic bylaws, weed bylaws, 
noise bylaws and yard and sidewalk complaints. Such complaints 
carry fines between $30 for parking and up to $ 10,000 for noise bylaws 
which are repeatedly broken. 

Hnatiuk says that he expects there to be an increase in complaints 
for the first little while, when people realize there is someone who is 
designated to deal with them. Those that do have specific complaints 
or even questions about certain bylaws can contact Hnatiuk by calling 
the town office. 

Wigg says that there is not an expectation that Hnatiuk will be out 
"nit-picking on eveiy little thing," but rather that he inform people of 
the bylaws and enforce them when he has to. 

"If people use some common sense, the bylaw officer should be of 
little concern to them," says Wigg. 

Hnatiuk was hired by the town with a great deal of enforcement 
background. He is a former 
RCMP member and spent 
two years with Mountain 
View County as a special 
constable. He has been with 
the local fire department for 
19 years and is the director 
of the Didsbury Search and 
Rescue. 

Although Hnatiuk does 
not presently have special 
constable status, which 
would enable him to enforce 
provincial laws such as 
speed, he intends to attain 
that status. 

Hnatiuk says of his new 
position, "I am really ex¬ 
cited." 

One of his first plans of 
action is to go through the 
business core introducing 
himself and getting started 
on the public education.

The pocketbook of the local 
Community Lottery Board has 
been opened for another year. 

The board has started a new 
fiscal year, and are accepting 
applications from community 
groups for funding starting on 
May 15 and running through 
June 18. 

Hugh Robinson, the secre¬ 
tary/treasurer for the board says 
that they have been allotted their 
funding, and are prepared to see 
what applications come forward. 
They will be reviewed after June 
18. At the end of the process, 
there may still be money avail¬ 
able to local groups. 


"If there's any money left over, 
we’ll look at those afterward," 
says Robinson. 

The local community lottery 
board was formed as a result of 
a government initiative to dis¬ 
tribute revenues from the use of 
Video Lottery Terminals in the 
province.

Emergency review 
for west country

The Cremona and Water Valley area may soon see a growth in 
their emergency services. 

The county initiated a review into the emergency services in the 
area after discussion regarding the tremendous growth in Cremona 
and Water Valley. 

The decision to review the services available in the southwest 
comer of the county came out of a discussion regarding private 
business and public emergency services. 

There are many possibilities, but they all must be explored, said 
councillors. 

One thing is for sure, the County doesn't see mixing private 
industry and emergency services in that area. This was the message 
sent when a request for the Rural Fire Association (which is an entity 
of county council) came to the table asking that a fire truck be placed 
at a hay processing plant. The idea was that the plant, in exchange 
for having the truck on site, would be willing to allow, and would 
seriously encourage, their employees to be volunteer fire fighters. 

However, county's legal counsel suggested that this could pose 
a liability to the county legally. In addition, Harold Johnsrude, 
county commissioner, said that he was concerned such a deal 
would set a precedent, he also stated that the funds raised for a fire 
truck were raised for a general use, not the use of a specific site, 
and that if employees at the hay plant wished to be firefighters they 
would do so voluntarily, not as a condition of employment. The 
suggestion from the RFA was just accepted as information at the 
table. 

However, as a result of the discussion regarding firefighting 
services in the Water Valley and Cremona area, Coun. Ian Harvie 
said that he supported a review of the services in the west country. 
He added that now would be an ooportune time because it could fit 
into the present discussion regarding regionalization of all county 
fire departments. 

Harvie moved that the council start a formal review of the 
emergency services needed in the Water Valley and Cremona area, 
which was unanimously carried. 
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into the hands of the people who 
know their communities," says 
Gordon. The local community 
lottery board's program was in 
the pilot phase last year, how¬ 
ever due to the perceived suc¬ 
cess, the province has decided to 
continue with it in 1999. 

The Mountain View County 
area lottery board was incorpo¬ 
rated in April of last year. 

Since their incorporation 
they have seen 133 applications 
for funding come across their 
table. 

The board, made up of repre¬ 
sentatives from each of the com¬ 
munities of Olds, Didsbury, Cre¬ 
mona, Carstairs, Sundre, and 
the county, doled out a total of 
$453,684. 

The local board set the guide¬ 
lines for the local funding crite¬ 
ria. 

Projects and programs 
funded last year ranged from 
purchases of equipment for 
sporting groups to money for 
runway lighting at the Olds/ 
Didsbury Airport. 

The largest grant given last 
year was in the amount of 
$47,000 to the Town of Olds to 
upgrade their sports complex. 
The second largest was to the 
Town of Carstairs for site devel¬ 
opment for a new multi-purpose 
complex.

The local board received word 
that their funding this year will 
be based on a per capita grant, 
just as it was last year, for 
$17.78 per resident within the 
region. 

Robinson says that will work 
out to almost exactly the same 
total grant dollars available as 
last year. 

He encourages anyone within 
the region who feels they might 
have a project that could fall 
into their criteria, to get more 
information from their area rep¬ 
resentative.

Once again, discussion over 
the ownership and the towns' 
responsibility towards the 
Olds/Didsbury Airport was a 
hotly debated topic at the town 
council table. 

A cost overrun on a major 
runway extension project fell 
into the laps of the two coun¬ 
cils who own the facility, Olds 
and Didsbury, and the Airport 
Commission set up to run the 
airport. The grand total on 
the bill, over and above ex¬ 
pected costs, was in the range 
of $34,000. Each town was 
asked to cover $8500 out of 
their own budgets, and the 
commission would be respon¬ 
sible for $17,000. The Town of 
Olds volunteered to front the 
$17,000 for the commission, 
and said that they would allow 
repayment by withholding 
their yearly operational grant 
in the amount of $5280 until 
the loan is paid off. 

Councillors around the 
Didsbury table had mixed feel¬ 
ings on whether or not the 
towns should be held respon¬ 
sible. 

Coun. Gord Quantz, who is 
a council representative on the 
airport commission said, "This 
was a project that really didn't 
have a real consonant busi¬ 
ness plan." 

Quantz said that he has ad¬ 
vised the airport commission 
that expecting the towns to 
foot the bill of a deficit project 
was unfair. 

"It's been advised to the air¬ 
port commission that any fu¬ 
ture projects must comply with 
a very strict business plan and 
management," he said. 

Coun. Don Watt asked why 
the commission never came to 
the respective councils when 
they knew there would be an 
overrun in the first place. 

"There was no consultation 
with either one of the coun¬ 
cils," said Watt. "Every mem¬ 
ber of the commission is to 
blame."

Grad chair says safety is the issue

Chair, Roy Brassard said that he had recently received a letter 
from a parent in the Didsbury area whose son was killed in a 
drinking and driving related accident, it asked him to support the 
use of board buses for Safegrad. 

"She feels very strongly transportation to Safegrad is a very 
important thing to do... It's really not that different than providing 
a designated driver." 

Brassard added that he recognized that the purpose of the buses 
was safety, however he too had concerns that providing the 
transportation could be construed as condoning alcohol use by the 
students. 

Archibald explained that she believes the way buses are used 
does not condone drinking, only condones safety. She says the 
buses are used to take groups of kids to a secret location, which 
eliminates the possibility of anyone bringing their own vehicles. 
Then, throughout the night, the parent chaperones transport 
smaller groups home in their own vehicles. 

Taylor said that he realizes allowing the use of the buses is a "feel 
good thing," but says that in reality there are other pre and post 
parties that the grads attend, and he asked if it was setting a 
precedent that the board should provide buses to all parties where 
drinking is involved. 

Trustee Stu Little said he did not support the use of board 
property either, and preferred that a dry grad be organized, but 
said that he also felt uncomfortable pulling out the buses so late 
in the graduation planning stages. 

"We may be in a little bit of a catch-22," he said adding that it 
could result in last minute decisions that may not be safe for the 
students who plan to party anyway. 

A motion was put forward to allow the use of the buses for this 
year only, and that next year grads would be warned in advance 
that use of their buses would not be allowed. 

The vote was very close, but it narrowly passed. 

Little, Sandi Chalmers, Swainson, Archibald and Ron Fisher 
voted in favor of allowing the bus use this year. 

Trustees Taylor, Langston Brassard and Doug Campbell were 
opposed. 

A following motion was made by Campbell that the buses not be 
allowed in future years and that the issue be referred to the policy 
committee to draft a policy setting the decision in stone. 

Immediately following the discussion regarding the use of buses 
for Safegrad parties, another motion came to the table regarding 
the use of school property for a local Didsbury group to host a 
baseball tournament and beer gardens. The motion was carried, 
which upset Archibald who saw the two issues as conflicting. 

"I can't believe we're going to allow drinking right on school 
property," she said. 

Taylor, in an angry retort, said that he resented the insuation 
that the motions were related to one another because he said the 
ball tournament did not involve school kids. 

Archibald apologized for the outburst. 

After the meeting. Brassard, board chair, said that he didn't see 
the two issues as the same at all. 

"They are two separate and distinct issues," said Brassard. 
Taylor added, that one is associated with school, while the other 
is not.

Welcome to the real worth 

Graduation nears. 

The excitement of the grads 
themselves is probably almost 
uncontrollable. Dresses have been 
purchased and grad dates made, 
and party plans have been set. 

This can be the darker side of a 
wonderful occasion. Parties, usu¬ 
ally involving alcohol, are a real¬ 
ity that most parents, teachers, 
and apparently the school board, 
would like to turn a blind eye to. 
But, here's the earth shattering 
news, no matter what the adults try to do to prevent a booze 
bash, it will happen anyway. 

As it has gone for many years, this year’s graduating 
class made a request to the school board during their last 
regular meeting to use the school buses as transportation. 

The idea for what is now referred to as Safegrad, is that 
there is no possibility for any party goer to drink and drive. 
The location of the party is a closely guarded secret, and 
buses transport kids to and from the location on the eve of 
the party. 

Apparently some board members are wearing their rose 
colored glasses. They feel that by providing the use of the 
buses, they are condoning the use of alcohol by their 
students. Instead, they say, let's organize a dry grad party, 
where no booze is permitted and other fun activities are 
planned. 

Trustee Joyce Langston basically said she thinks that 
there should be no drinking involved in graduation, and 
only a dry grad should take place. This sounds ideal, and 
I don't think anyone would disagree that in La La land this 
would be perfect. 

However. 

This is not real. 

Go ahead and hold a dry grad the weekend of the 
celebrations, but there will be a drinking party the weekend 
before or after and there won't be chaperones, and there 
won't be a safe place, and there will be kids getting into their 
vehicles drunk as skunks and taking on the highway. 

I know. I graduated from high school only four and a half 
short years ago. The school board wouldn’t provide busing 
and guess what... Someone was hurt. 

The year before, someone ended up dead. 

Unfortunately at the age these kids are at, they are going 
to do what they want to do, and no amount of preaching is 
going to change that. They thinkthey are invincible. 

I don’t think providing buses sends the message that the 
board condones adolescent drinking. To me, it sends the 
message that the trustees really care about the safety of the 
students, whom I might add, they are sworn to serve. 

Trustee Ian Taylor said that providing buses for this 
party sets a precedent. He says there are other parties 
where drinking is involved and the board doesn’t provide 
busing to those. This is true, but is the board really saying 
that just because they can't get them all, they shouldn't get 
any? Are they willing to pass up the opportunity to keep 
them safe this time, just because they can’t keep them safe 
every time? That is ridiculous. 

There was a decision to be made regarding the use of the 
buses, however some trustees tried to turn it into a decision 
about whether or not alcohol should be involved in gradu¬ 
ation celebrations. 

That is not the decision to be made here. It will happen 
anyway. The decision that rests in the trustees laps is 
whether they want to keep the students safe, or if they 
would rather let them drink, then drive, then die. 

It's not ideal, but it is reality when you take off the rose 
colored glasses and look into the eyes of a student whose life 
is in your hands.

Dear Family and Friends, 
May 10, 1999 

Saturday night was the eighth 
grade banquet. We enjoyed seeing 
all of the students dressed up and 
having a good time. It’s interest¬ 
ing that when the students are 
dressed up in their finest, they 
seem to act differently, for the 
better. 

The banquet is a celebration of 
the completion of middle school. 
The students raise the money for 
the banquet through bake sales, 
the pancake breakfast and other 
activities. They are required to 
invite all the full time middle 
school teachers and their spouses 
as well as the school superintend¬ 
ent. 

The evening starts with a pre¬ 
banquet party. This is a time to 
take pictures and have appetiz¬ 
ers. This lasts about an hour. Then 
there is the banquet itself, at an¬ 
other location. This also lasts 
about an hour. From there they 
go to the post-party where, along 
with the left over appetizers, they 
have cake and ice cream for des¬ 
sert. 

For weeks ahead of time both 
the girls and the boys discuss their 
banquet outfits. What are they 
going to wear? Will it be done on 
time? What about shoes? etc. This 
occupies their thinking and con¬ 
versations. They came looking 
their best: new outfits, fancy hair¬ 
dos and makeup for the girls. They 
looked so grown up. The first 
thing they did when they got to 
the post-party was change into 
jeans and T-shirts. Even the fancy 
hairdos were taken down. All the 
concern about outfits for just about 
two hours of wearing them. Two 
hours of acting very grown up 
before reverting to their normal 
selves. 

Since Thursday afternoon our 
minds have been occupied by our 
pet bird. When Janet was in lan¬ 
guage school in Zaria a tree was 
cut down and a tiny little fuzz ball 
tumbled out. The neighbors’ dog 
had this new-born baby plaintain 
eater in its mouth when Janet 
rescued it. 

It had a broken leg and no 
parents. Janet named it Maraya, 
which means orphan in Hausa. 

One of the concerns when we 
got married about three years ago 
was whether Maraya would ac¬ 
cept Dan. She has. In fact, now 
she bites Janet and loves Dan. 
Quite often we let Maraya fly 
around the house instead 
of being cooped up in her cage. 

Thursday afternoon she was 
sitting on a door when a breeze 
came up and blew the door shut. 
Maraya’s feet were seriously in¬ 
jured. Dan came back from check - 
inge-mail and found our pet. Since 
then we’ve been trying to nurse 
our bird. In actual fact we’ve shed 
quite a few tears. It’s hard for us 
to see her suffer. We prayed that 
we might know how best to care 
for Maraya and that we might 
have peace of mind. Sunday after¬ 
noon we drove half an hour to 
Vom to see a veterinarian who put 
our minds at ease by telling us 
some things that we could agree 


with because of our experience 
with Maraya. 

Birds heal much faster and bet¬ 
ter than mammals. They don’t 
feel pain like mammals, which we 
had noticed. Also they are more 
resistant to infection, which we 
were very concerned about. These 
facts were very reassuring to us. 
We had taken some video footage 
of Maraya’s feet along with us. 
The vet was amazed at how tame 
Maraya was, but he understood 
when Janet told him that she has 
had Maraya for over eight years. 
This coming Thursday the vet will 
be in Jos and will do surgery if 
Maraya needs it. She is easily trau¬ 
matized by strangers so we are 
concerned about how she will re¬ 
act, but it’s important that she get 
the proper care. We realize that 
we have indeed become very at¬ 
tached to our little bird. 

May 17, 1999 

We are happy to report that 
our bird, Maraya, is doing quite 
well. How fast she healed! We 
could hardly believe that a bone 
sticking out of one of her toes was 
soon covered over with skin and 
drawn back in. The left foot is still 
swollen and sore but she is walk¬ 
ing and landing much better. Af¬ 
ter her serious accident with the 
door, we are very grateful for what 
seems will be quite a complete 
recovery. 

The vet was unable to come. 
Dan went to try to meet him, but 
the roads were all closed off by 
police. Both the present Head of 
State and the incoming civilian 
President were in town, so every 
effort was made to ensure their 
comfort. Two weeks from today is 
set for the hand-over. There are 
some factions in Nigeria who are 
not happy about the change, so we 
are praying for a peaceful time, 
and that the new government 
will know God’s blessing. 

Tuesday morning, Mr. 
Persenaire, the high school sci¬ 
ence teacher, came into the li¬ 
brary with a chameleon sitting on 
his head. It is migration season 
for the chameleons and they are 
easily found wandering in the area. 
Janet borrowed it to show to the 
third grade class when they came 
for their library time. They were 
quite fascinated by it, especially 
watching its eyes move in differ¬ 
ent directions. Esther, the lady 
who helps in the library, was 
frightened of it. Many Nigerians 
do not understand why it changes 
color and see it as “juju” or witch¬ 
craft and are afraid. Though still 
frightened of it, Esther showed a 
bit more curiosity when she was 
told that God made them to change 
color to protect them from their 
enemies, so they can hide. 

We are getting to the end of the 
school year. May 26 is the last day. 
Next week will be the last week of 
classes and exams will actually 
start next Friday. We thank God 
that things have gone well. What 
we feel now is satisfaction and joy 
that some improvements that we 
aimed for have been realized. God 
is good.

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Focus on 
the Family 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
presentation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 17 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
presentation of the family. 

QUESTION: Generally speaking, what kind of discipline do 
you use with a teen-ager who is habitually miserable to live 
with? 

DR. DOBSON: The general rule is to use action — not anger 
— to reach an understanding. Any time you can get teen-agers to 
do what is necessary without becoming furious at them, you are 
ahead of the game. Let me provide a few examples of how this 
might be accomplished. 

(1) In Russia, I'm told, teen-agers who are convicted of using 
drugs are denied a driver's license for years. It is a very effective 
approach. 

(2) When my daughter was a teen-ager, she used to slip into 
my bathroom and steal my razor, my shaving cream, my 
toothpaste or my comb. Of course, she never brought them back. 
Then after she had gone to school, I would discover the items 
missing. There I was with wet hair or "fuzzy" teeth, trying to 
locate the confiscated items in her bathroom. It was no big deal, 
but it was irritating at the time. Can you identify? 

I asked Danae a dozen times not to do this, but to no avail. 
Thus, the phantom struck without warning one cold morning. 
I hid everything she needed to put on her "face," and then left for 
the office. My wife told me she had never heard such wails and 
moans as were uttered that day. Our daughter plunged desper¬ 
ately through bathroom drawers looking for her toothbrush, 
comb and hair dryer. The problem never resurfaced. 

(3) A family living in a house with a small hot-water tank was 
continually frustrated by their teen-ager's endless showers. 
Screaming at him did no good. Once he was locked behind the 
bathroom door, he stayed in the steamy stall until the last drop 
of warm water had been drained. Solution? In mid-stream, Dad 
stopped the flow of hot water by turning a valve at the tank. Cold 
water suddenly poured from the nozzle. Junior popped out of the 
shower in seconds. Henceforth, he tried to finish bathing before 
the faucet turned frigid. 

(4) A single mother couldn’t get her daughter out of bed in the 
morning until she announced a new policy: The hot water would 
be shut off promptly at 6:30 a. m. The girl could either get up on 
time or bathe in ice water. Another mother had trouble getting 
her 8-year-old out of bed each morning. She then began pouring 
bowls of frozen marbles under the covers with him each morn¬ 
ing. They gravitated to wherever his body lay. The boy arose 
quite quickly. 

(5) Instead of standing in the parking lot and screaming at 
students who drive too fast, school officials now put huge bumps 
in the road that jar the teeth of those who ignore them. It does 
the job quite nicely. 

(6) You as the parent have the car that a teen-ager needs, the 

money that he covets, and the authority to grant or withhold 
privileges. If push comes to shove, these chips can be exchanged 
for commitments to live responsibly, share the workload at 
home and stay off little brother's back. This bargaining 

process works for younger kids, too. I like the "one to one" trade¬ 
off for television viewing time. It permits a child to watch one 
minute of television for every minute spent reading. 

The possibilities are endless, and they depend not at all on 
anger, threats and unpleasantries. 

QUESTION: Having a child diagnosed with attention deficit 
disorder can paint a pretty bleak picture. Is there anything good 

DR. DOBSON: There are some advantages to having atten¬ 
tion deficit disorder. In a sense, even the word "disorder" is 
misleading because the syndrome has many positive features. 

As Time magazine reported: "(ADD adults) see themselves as 
creative; their impulsiveness can be viewed as spontaneity; 
hyperactivity gives them enormous energy and drive; even their 
distractibility has the virtue of making them alert to changes in 
the environment. Kids with ADD are wild, funny, effervescent. 
They have lots of life." 

Let's also not forget that ADD can be treated successfully in 
many cases.

ALBERTA AGRICULTURE, FOOD AND RURAL DEVELOPMENT 


Good stands of grass or leg¬ 
ume crops just don't happen. 
They take the same level of plan¬ 
ning as a cereal or an oilseed 
crop. As part of the seeding 
process we want to ensure we 
use the appropriate seeding rate 
for different forage species. For¬ 
age crops are the same as cereal 
and oilseed crops in that we 
want the seeding rate to provide 
a desired plant population dur¬ 
ing the establishment year. The 
desired plant population is gen¬ 
erally measured on the basis of 
the number of plants per square 
foot or per square meter. For 
example, in a pure seeding of 
alfalfa we would like to see the 
establishment of 40 plants per 
square foot during the seeding 
year. For alfalfa this will pro¬ 
vide adequate plants for produc¬ 
tion and allow for the gradual 
plant loss or thinning that will 
occur in the next four to five 
years. 

The desired plant populations 
for various forage crops do vary. 
For orchard grass the desired 
population is 80 plants per 
square foot, timothy 100 plants, 
smooth brome grass 30 plants,

So with the top saddle bronc from BC, top bareback bronc 
from Alberta and the top bull from Saskatchewan and a load of 
bucking horses going to Quebec and another load to the US, 
with the balance of the horses staying in Western Canada.

The CWB's Board of Direc¬ 
tors were in Winnipeg on Mon¬ 
day and Tuesday last week for 
the scheduled monthly meeting. 

The CWB has teamed up with 
Environment Canada to pro¬ 
vide more weather information 
on its website. Farmers can now 
get the current temperature, two 
and five day forecasts, plus sat¬ 
ellite and radar imagery from 
115 locations in Western Canada 
by clicking on Enviro-Check on 
the CWB's home page. Check it 
out at www.cwb.ca. 

The CWB's Weather and Crop 
Surveillance analysts put seed¬ 
ing at 15% complete across the 
Prairies. That's one week to 10 
days behind last year and about 
five days behind the five-year 
average. 

From elevator to port: 

Rail car unloads (for week 
40, week ending May 8) for the 
six major grains were 2,290 at 
Vancouver (target: 2,770). Rail 


car unloads at Thunder Bay 
totalled 1,830 cars (target: 
2,050). 

Primary elevator space 
across the Prairies (for week 
40) averaged 28%, compared to 
23% the week before. Manitoba 
elevators averaged 30*%- space, 
Saskatchewan elevators aver¬ 
aged 28% space and Alberta 
elevators averaged 27% space.

The Alberta Cattle Commis¬ 
sion (ACC) is encouraging the 
provincial government to pass 
the new Natural Heritage Act 
during the current sitting ex¬ 
pected to end this month. 

Premier Ralph Klein would 
like the session to conclude 
before the Western Premier's 
Conference which begins May 
19. 

"We believe that the Natu¬ 
ral Heritage Act and its Herit¬ 
age Rangeland designation is 
important to cattle producers 
who are evaluating a Special 
Place nomination that involves 
their grazing lease," says Gary 
Sargent, ACC general man¬ 
ager. 

He adds, "We're quite con¬ 
cerned that, if the provincial 
government delays this legis¬ 
lation, some of the momentum 
that has been built during the 
past year in evaluating Spe¬ 
cial Places nominations in the 
grassland and foothills eco¬ 
system will be lost." 

The ACC stresses that se¬ 
curity is important to grazing 
lease operations in parts of 
the province where there are 
nominations. Producers are 
concerned that they be able to 
continue to use livestock graz¬ 
ing as an important part of the 
management of rangelands. 
Sargent adds, "That’s really 
the way that many of these 
grassland and foothills eco¬ 
systems have developed." 

The Natural Heritage Act 
proposes to extend tenure ar¬ 
rangements on heritage 
rangeland for up to 30 years. 
Sargent concludes this en¬ 
courages producers to consider 
a Special Places nomination 
that might involve their graz¬ 
ing lease operations. 

The ACC describes the Her¬ 
itage Rangeland proposal as a 
unique win-win situation.

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Weedy pastures 
- a problem or 
an opportunity? 

A weed can be defined as any plant that is growing 
where it is not desired. When considering pasture 
weeds, it is difficult to imagine a place where producers 
would want them to grow. 

"Looking at dreaded weeds from a different perspec¬ 
tive could help with control efforts," said Lome Erickson, 
forage specialist with Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, Rimbey. 

"Weeds, typically broadleaf annuals and perennials, 
are not as productive or as tasty to grazing livestock as 
are grasses or legumes and are often blamed for poor 
pasture productivity. However, it is likely that the 
cause and effect logic is reversed and the presence of 
weeds are a result of poor pasture productivity. 

"Conservation is a relatively new term but a very old 
concept. Humans cannot even take credit for being the 
first conservation managers. The credit for being first 
has to go to nature and its army of weeds. Weeds are the 
automatic environmentalists. When soil is exposed to 
the effects of climate, trusty weeds move in and quickly 
offer protection from wind and water erosion. Without 
this fast moving environmental squad, years of soil 
improvement could be lost in a single season. The 
weeds then provide protection for grass and legume 
seedlings to begin their slow but steady run." 

Many of the reasons weeds are hated are the same 
reasons they are so good at their task. Weed seeds must 
be well distributed in grass lands and remain viable in 
the soil for long periods so they are always ready to 
respond to disturbances. Being unpalatable or even 
poisonous to livestock ensures that they can protect a 
site until grass and legumes are re-established. 

"Weeds are present in many well-managed pastures, 
but the density and vigour of desirable plants keeps the 
weed population at an almost invisible level," said 
Erickson. "Weeds are good indicators of pasture stress. 
An abundance of weeds means that there are opportu¬ 
nities for better management of grazing and fertility, 
although the solution may not be fast or cheap." 

The traditional 20th century solution is to apply 
herbicides or to cultivate the pasture and re-seed to 
forage. A more profitable option is to employ a complete 
pasture management plan that could include herbi¬ 
cides, fertilizer (chemical or manure), rest, cross fenc¬ 
ing and alternate water sources. In some cases cultiva¬ 
tion may be the best option, but remember, disturbed 
soil is an invitation for weeds to grow so the weed 
problem could get worse before it gets better. 


CWB website weather Info 


Prairie farmers can now get 
real-time weather information 
on-line at www.cwb.ca. The 
CWB has teamed up with Envi¬ 
ronment Canada to offer website 
visitors instant weather updates 
from 115 locations across West¬ 
ern Canada. 

By clicking on Enviro-Check, 
producers can get live weather 
data on conditions in their area. 
They can find out current tem¬ 
peratures, as well as two to five 


day forecasts. Enviro-Check also 
includes current satellite and 
radar imagery. 

Farmer demand has led to 
the expansion of weather in¬ 
formation available on the 
CWB site. Information from 
the Weather and Crop Surveil¬ 
lance department, posted on 
the CWB website, typically 
attracts over 3,000 hits per 
month making it one of the 
site's most popular topics. Sta¬ 


tistics show that about 25% of 
Prairie farmers are on the In¬ 
ternet. 

In addition to Enviro- 
Check, surfers of the site will 
notice the CWB has added two 
new navigation tools to help 
visitors move through the site 
more effectively. In 1998, the 
CWB received a Signature 
Award from the Advertising 
Association of Winnipeg for 
its website.

Pay attention to 
warnings 


What do shoes, belts, mufflers and boots have 
in common? They're all car parts, of course, the 
latter being less familiar to most drivers. While 
brake shoes, drive belts and mufflers have been 
around since the first days of the automobile, 
boots (they're the protective cover on the flexible 
CV joints) are relatively new among automotive 
terms. Found on front wheel drive as well as some 
four-wheel drive vehicles, they are vulnerable to 
damage from road debris such as flying stones. 
This kind of damage allows contamination and 
leakage of the lubricant contained within the boot. 

Unless the cut or crack is discovered quickly, 
lost lubricant soon leads to failure of the 
component. A new boot and replacement of lost 
fluid can be the cure if detection is early. However, 
because this is a labour-intensive procedure, 
customers frequently are advised to install a 
rebuilt axle/joint assembly, which includes a new 
which includes a new boot. 


Knowing the circumstances under which your 
symptoms occur can be useful, says Car Care 
Canada. For example, if you notice a noise while 
turning you may have a bad outer CV joint. 
Shuddering, vibration or a clunking sound when 
accelerating or decelerating may mean trouble in 
the inner, the outer joint or both. Worst case 
scenario: the total failure of this component 
causes a catastrophic loss of power and/or 
steering. 

Most people are unaware of the early warning 
signs of a failing CV joint, much less the leak that 
caused the problem. Auto repair shop owners 
would agree that people tend to ignore leaks all of 
kinds, brake fluid, transmission, engine and other. 
A common example are customers whose cars 
need new CV joint. When asked how long they'd 
noticed the leak on their garage floor, their typical 
response is a couple of months. 


Don't let brake trouble sneak 
up on you this spring 

Like comfortable shoes, one's car eventually feels almost like a part of its owner. And, like our favorite 
shoes, gradual wear is almost imperceptible. We may hardly notice a minor irregularity in braking action, 
for example, until it becomes serious. We may subconsciously compensate for a slight pull to one side or 
the other when the brakes are applied. We may become so accustomed to pulsating or noisy brakes that 
we re unaware of deteriorating performance. 

Don't take your brakes for granted, reminds Car Care Canada. Consider this: if an emergency were to 
arise on the TransCanada when you're driving 120 km/h, chances are you'd travel 70 feet before your foot 
hit the brake pedal. Then you'd go another 250 feet before stopping, even on a dry road with good tires 
and brakes. Reason enough for a periodic brake inspection by a qualified technician. 

That's what peace of mind is all about.

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Get a check-up before 
you leave 


Planning to explore Canada in your car during 
your spring or summer vacation?

The 
winter months, no matter how mild, can cause 
normal deterioration of certain vehicle parts, such 
as rubber hoses and belts, exhaust brackets, fluid 
level depletions, etc. 

If you are one of the millions of Canadians who 
will be vacationing in your family vehicle, Car Care 
Canada recommends you follow this simple advice 
and avoid the last minute rush for needed 
maintenance or repairs. It could save you time and 
money. Planning pays off. 

Before you leave on your trip, have the following 
systems checked and serviced as needed: 

• Cooling system 


• Engine system, including oil and filter change 

• Engine and electrical system 

• Undercar, including brake and exhaust 
systems, tires, suspensions and wheel alignment 

• Transmission, verify fluid levels, etc. 

• Lights 

• Windshield wipers 

And don't forget the interior and exterior 
appearance of your vehicle - family travel can be 
hard on a vehicle. For example, a minor upholstery 
tear can turn into a gaping hole during a family 
vacation. A hole in the carpet at the accelerator 
pedal can become a safety hazard if it catches your 
heel in an emergency. A dragging mud guard can 
turn into a dangerous projectile for the car behind 
you. Consider repairing these minor problems 
before you leave so that they don't become major 
problems on the trip. 

It's really quite simple, practising these simple 
preventative maintenance techniques can save you 
lots of time and money on your vacation. Replacing 
a bracket on your exhaust system before you leave 
will cost you under $20, replacing your entire 
muffler on your vacation will cost you considerable 
more money, as well as a great deal of your 
vacation time. 


A breakdown or a crisis 


If your car breaks down three blocks from home 
on a sunny, Sunday afternoon, you're going to be 
inconvenienced, but that's about all. However, if 
your vehicle stops in the middle of a four-lane 
highway during evening rush hour with a freezing 
rain blowing, everything changes. 

Few motorists are prepared to meet the 
challenges of an automotive emergency. Because 
they assume it will never happen to them, they 
have no plan and little equipment. When their turn 
finally arrives, their safety and perhaps their lives 
may depend on split second decisions, having the 
proper items and knowing how to use them. 

Car Care Canada stresses drivers to become 
familiar with emergency procedures. Think 
through the worst case scenario and figure out 
what to do. For example, if you can't get off the 
road, set up flares or reflectors. Exit the car away 
from the traffic. Raise the hood and leave it open. 

Often motorists are completely unprepared for a 
breakdown. They need to know how to fix the 
simple things, like changing a flat tire. This not 
only means knowing the procedure, it also entails 
having the right jack and a good, inflated spare. If 
you haven't had experience with this process, the 
Car Care Canada suggests practicing at home 


under familiar conditions. 

Another worthy lesson is how to jump-start a 
car. Although there is nothing mysterious about 
connecting the cables to the battery, done 
incorrectly it can be dangerous. Learn the 
procedure or keep the instructions handy. And 
remember, you can't use something you don't have; 
buy jumper cables and put them in the trunk. 

Having to abandon your vehicle is another 
intimidating scenario. Motorists are encouraged to 
stay with their vehicle if it all possible and wait for 
a uniformed law enforcement officer. However, if 
you must walk, leave an information sheet on the 
dash with your name, date, time you left and the 
direction you are walking. 

Finally, be prepared with items such as 
reflectors, a blanket, tire inflator, first aid kit, 
bottled water, etc. Ask yourself what you would 
need if you were stranded in extreme heat or cold 
for an extended period. 

Car Care Canada maintains that the best 
defence against an automotive crisis is a 
mechanically dependable vehicle. 

However, sound emergency preparation can 
mean the difference between an inconvenience and 
a tragedy.

Six wonders of the water world

Wonder #1: Can I burn fat 
doing water exercise? 

Answer: Can you ever! Just 
like other exercise, when you 
work hard you burn fat. How 
much fat is burned depends on 
how much you put into your 
workout. So, get into the water 
and move! Leap, lunge, kick, 
jog, or walk. You can burn 350- 
500 calories during an hour of 
work in your target zone. 

Wonder #2: How does water 
exercise compare to land exer¬ 
cise? 

Answer: Very, very favour¬ 
ably! You get all of the benefits 
and few of the risks. You 
strengthen your heart, 
strengthen and tone your mus¬ 
cles, increase your flexibility and 
increase lean body weight while 
decreasing fat. 

Wonder #3: Can I work my 
abdominals in the water? 

Answer: Yes! To strengthen 
and tone the abs properly, you 
concentrate on shortening the 
distance between the pelvis and 
chest. You "round" the spine. 
Strong abs can decrease back 
problems and increase the over¬ 
all strength of the torso. 

Wonder #4: How can I make 
the workout more challenging? 

Answer: The more you vary 
your steps and change direc¬ 
tion, the harder your workout 
will be. Your body has to keep 


adjusting, and this uses more 
energy. More force put into 
every move increases intensity. 
Use moves that are counter¬ 
productive and use the resist¬ 
ance of the water more. Finally, 
use long levers, in your workout 
as opposed to short levers. And 
try to incorporate some inter¬ 
vals into our workout. 

Wonder #5: Why doesn’t my 
heart rate get as high in the 
water? 

Answer: Several theories - 
cooler environment, hydrostatic 
pressure, dive reflex, and less¬ 
ened gravity - when taken all 
together tell us that the heart 
simply doesn't have to work as 
hard because of the conditions 
of water. If the heart rate was 
the sole indicator of workout 
intensity, then many things 
would help us get our cardio 
exercise: seeing snakes, talking 
to teenagers or getting stopped 
by the police. 

Wonder #6: Isn’t water exer¬ 
cise just for older adults? 

Answer: No All kinds of peo¬ 
ple, of all ages and walks of life 
are flocking to the water. Until 
recent years the water has been 
mostly the domain of elderly 
people. But many other things 
are realizing the benefits of wa¬ 
ter exercise without the jarring 
impact of land-based exercise. 
Everyone's now finding out the 
benefits. Men are increasing 


their strength and speed for dif¬ 
ferent sports by scheduling wa¬ 
ter time. Competitive runners 
have shaved seconds off their 
times by deep water running. 
Younger people have found the 
cross training benefits and the 
many challenges.
